over charge on the 12H duly. This officer was in charge for the 
rest of the year. bite 2 


2. In the Resolution on the Report for the year 1925-26 it ws 
stated that an up-to-date survey of the plantations was urgently 
needed and that in the mean time very little reliance could be placed 
on the figures for stock in the profit and loss accounts, Since _ tha 
resolution was published an officer of the Auditor-General has visi 
Mungpoo and prepared an elaborate scheme of commercialized 
accounts for the department. A survey of the plantations has been 
arranged for in the cold weather of 1927-28 through the agency of the 
Survey of India, and pending this survey a complete enumeration of 
all the standing trees has been made. Data have also becn collected 
of the amount df quinine yielded per acre by the various species of 
cinchona and by trees of different ages. 









. (a) Hitherto the records of area have been based on the prin- 
ciple that roughly every 4,000 Ibs. of bark harvested is equivalent to 
the deduction of one acre from the total area planted at various 
times. 


(d) This system has for many years been considered the best way 
of estimating the stock of quinine on the plantations, but it has 
had the result of giving a misleading idea as to the area under the 
charge of the Managers and requiring cultivation. 

(o) The 669,000 Ibs. of dry bar 











which was harvested in the year 
of report came mainly from thinnings and from dead and drying 
trees and for several’ yeara there has been very little clear felling. 
Even from ihe point of view of calculating stock it is possible that 
the figure of 3,153 acres, given in last year's report as the area under 
Cinchona, has been unduly reduced by the operation of this system 
through a course of years, 


(d) In this year’s report, therefore, Mr, Cowan has restored the 
area which has ‘actually to be cultivated, viz., 4,742 acres. A part 
of this area is only very sparsely covered with productive trees, but 
not sufficient to throw any doubt on the conservatism of the estimates 
of stock arrived at in Appendix A of the Report. 








4, The total amount of green bark which could be harvested from 
the Mungpoo and Munsong plantations at the present moment is 
estimated at 21,762,500 Ibs. of green bark equivalent to 86,05,000 Ibs. 
of dried bark. The value of this bark is at least Rs. 15,80,000 
reckoned at the rates which have hitherto been adopted for calculating 
the value of the plantations according to the average cost of 
production, In the block account the Mungpoo plantation has been 
valued at 8,08,254 and the Munsong plantation at Rs. 18,05,057- 
‘The basis of this calculation is 1 ana 5 pies for every unit of quinine 
in each pound of bark. Owing to the enumeration of the trees the 
Superintendent has been able to show a considerable increase over 
last year, but on the other hand he has written down the value of the 
timber, which is mainly grown as a means of preparing the land for 
another crop of cinchona and is cut down before it is mature, 


5. In this connection it may be mentioned that there is a small 
plantation of Ipecacuanha at Mungpoo which is ready for harvesting 
and would realise a large sum at the present market rates. 








6. The quantity of dried bark used in the factory during the year 
was 11,27,519 Ibs. of which 5,87,000 Ibs, was Bengal bark, the rest 
bark belonging to the Government of India, Altogether 
5 Ths. of quinine sulphate and febrifuge was manuiactired at 9 
cost of Rs. 159 a pound and 19,197 Ibs. of debrifuge at Re. 1-6 per 
pound, 387 Ibs. of other quinine salts at, Rs. 3 per pound, and 161 The. 
of other products at Rs. 2 a pound. Ewen at the reduced rate of

‘The share of the products of the factory which belongs to the 
Government of Bengal was 47,731 Ibs, of which about two-thirds 
were sold. Provided the demand continues on the present seale it 
would appear that the existing supply of bark on the plantations 
would suffice for the needs of about 24 years, But if India as a 
whole | ig to become self dependent, it will be necessary to find new 
‘areas for plantation. With this object in view the Forest Department

The Report of the Board of Revenue on the Land Revenue Adminis- 
tration of the Presidency for the year 1926-27. 


The office of the Member of the Board of Revenue was held by 
Mr. K. C. De, ¢.1.£., throughout the year under report. 

2. There were several natural calamities during the year of which the 
cyclone in the Cox’s Bazar subdivision of the Chittagong district and the 
flood in the Contai, Tamluk and the Sadar subdivisions of the district of 
Midnapore were very severe. Prompt and adequate measures were taken 
by Government for the relief of the distressed people, and valuable aid was 
received from the public, both individuals and associations. The weather 
conditions were not altogether favourable, but the outturn of paddy and 
jute crops in the province, as a whole, was fair and the prevalent high rates 
of wages for labour were not affected. There was a slight fall in the prices 
of cloth, but as regards other necessaries of life there was no appreciable 
variation. ‘The rates of interest charged by private money-lenders did not 
show any tendency to rise. This was partly due to a steady increase in the 
number of co-operative credit societ 

3. The coal industry suffered from the effects of continued depression 
of the market, but there was considerable improvement in the prospects of 
the Kulti and Asansol Iron Works, The other chief industries of the pro- 
vince, namely jute and tea, had a fairly prosperons year. His Excellency 
has read with interest the Board’s account of the miscellaneous industries 
which are going on actively in the mufassail districts of Bengal. The list 
is a long one and covers districts as distant as Noakhali and Bankura, and 
manufactures as diverse as umbrella handles and mosquito nets and ice. 
There has been an extension of indigenous electric light and transport com- 
panies, and passengers alighting from the train at any country station of 
importance have learnt to expect a bus or motorcar to take them to their 
village homes. The management of these bus services is entirely local and 
proves that the motor industry has a big future in Bengal. 

4. There was no outbreak of serious epidemic diseases although stray 
cases of cholera, small-pox and malaria occurred here and there all over the 
Presidency. As in previous years the heaviest toll of mortality was due to 
malaria and kala-azar. Anti-malarial societies and kala-azar centres conti- 
nued to do good work, and their usefulness is being gradually appreciated. 

5. The current demand of land revenue was Rs. 2,91,09,322 and collec- 
tions were 94-64 per cent. of the total demand. The sale law was adminis- 
tered with moderation, and only 8-3 per cent. of the total defaults was 
bronght to sale. 

6. The percentage of cost of management of Government estates on 
the current demand was 10-29 against 9°7 in the previous year. A sum of 
Rs. 1,99,614 representing 3-7 per cent. of the current demand was spent on 
agricultural, sanitary and miscellaneous improvements. This is a great 
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improvement on the previous four years when only an average of Rs. 121,233 
was available. The number of schools in Government estates increased from 
3,525 to 3,742 and it is satisfactory to note that there was a general increase 
in the number of pupils. 


7. Colonization in the Bakarganj Sunderbans is now in its 20th year 
and the scheme relating to 22 estates with headquarters at Khepupara is 
now approaching completion. The total sum advanced up to date by 
Government is Rs. 13,45,875 of which Rs. 3,10,460 has been spent on estab- 
lishment and Rs. 9,53,727 on improvements. The total receipts have been 
Rs. 16,41,040 including Rs. 9,99,659 from rent and Rs. 4,88,537 from forest. 
produce. If the present rules for salami had been in force longer, the 
income would have been much larger. ‘During the year under report 8,648 
acres were surveyed and assessment was confirmed of 6 estates with an initial 
revenue of Rs. 5,843 which will eventually rise to Rs. 33,656. 

Provision is being made for a new scheme in the Bhola subdivision where 
many large areas are available for settlement provided the necessary drink- 
ing water tanks are excavated. The total area thus being settled or avail- 
able for settlement is 35,010 acres, and it is calculated that the expenditure 
proposed will bring in a salami of Rs. 2,20,000 and a final revenue of 

. 1,22,000. 

8. The original colonists have shown a tendency to sell their lands to 
speculators from outside and the local officers are in favour of the Collector 
having control of transfers in these areas on the lines of the provisions of 
Chapter VIIA of the Tenancy Act as in the case of aborginals in Bankura 
and Birbhum. If an amended Tenancy Act introduces free transferability 
of raiyati holdings, it is possible that the legislature will be asked to agree 
to an exception for these areas. 


9. The work of colonization is also in progress in the 24Parganas 
Sunderbans. About Rs. 23,000 has been spent in the year under report on 
the construction of embankments and excavation of tanks. The material 
condition of the colonists is fairly satisfactory. Efforts are being made to 
tneet the persistent demand of the colonists for the expansion of primary 
education among them. The Central Co-operative Bank and the Arbitra- 
tion Boards have been doing useful work among the colonists. 





10. In the permanently settled area, the relations between landlords 
and tenants were generally satisfactory. The most common causes of fric- 
tion, where such existed, wére enhancement of rent, exactions of abwabs, 
levy of interest on arrear rents and mismanagement of estates by the agents 
of the absentee landlords. 


11. The special provisions of the Bengal Tenancy Act imposing res- 
trictions on the alienation of land by aboriginals were extended during the 
year to certain aboriginal tribes in the district of Mymensipgh. 


12, The thanks of the Governor in Council are due to the Board of 
Revenue for the eflicient administration of the Land Revenue Department, 
but the tours and inspections of the Board described in the report under 
review and in the previous report do not compare favourably either in 
scope or extent with the work of the Board in this respect in some pre- 
vious years, and the Governor in Council trusts that the Board will be 
able to arrange to devote more time to this branch of their work in future.

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Monthly Weather and Crop Report of Bengal for December 1927, 


I. Character of the season,—During the month under review, there was no 
rainfall throughout the Presidency. ‘The usual rainfall statement is appended, 

Il, Progress of agriculturs operations,—Harvesting of winter paddy was 
progressing under favourable conditions. Preparatory tillage for and sowings of 
Summer paddy seedlings continued, but the operations could not progress satisfactorily 
owing to dronght. Sowings of spring crops were approaching completion, Cutting and 
pressing of sugarcane continued in Kastern Bengal. 

III. State of standing crops.—The condition of standing spring crops was 
generally fair oxcept in parts of West and North Bengal, where it was poor owing to 
Jack of adequate soil moisture, 

IV. Prospects and probable outturn.—The outturn of winter fil was estimated at 
83 per cent, of the normal. The prospects of sugarcane and cotton were generally fair 
while those of spring crops were promising except in some West and North Bengal districts, 
where drought is likely to adversely affect the outturn, 

V. Damage to standing crops,—Centinued drought caused damage to the standing 
crops in some West and North Bengal districts. 

VI. Condition of agricultural steck.—The condition of live-stock was, on the 
whole, fair except for sporadic cuses of cattle-disease reported from nine districts. 

VII. Failure of pasturage and fodder.— Insufficiency of fodder was reported 
from parts of Nadia and Murshidabad. 

VIII. Prices of food-grains.—During the second half of the month the price of 
common rice of the cheapest quulity rose in five districts, fell in thirteen and remained 
stationary in the rest of the Presidency. The prices ranged from 4 seers 10 chitaks per 
rupee in Rangpur to 7 seers 10 ehitaks per rupee in Chittagong. 

IX. Condition of agricultural population.—The condition of agricultural popula- 
tion was, on the whole, fuir except in parts of Nadia, Murshidabad, Birbhum, Bankura, 
Dinajpor and Malda, where distress prevailed owing to partial failure of winter rice crop. 
Test relief works continued in birbhum, Dinajpur and Malda,

interesting foreword to the report illustrated by a chart, showing how the 
revenue from forests has been steadily increasing. While in 1883-84 the 
difference between expenditure and revenue was Rs, 3-60 lakhs and in 
1917-18 Rs. 7:30 lakhs, since then it has mounted rapidly and in the year 
under report it was Rs. 14:10 lakhs. The . results are very satisfactory, 
considering that the figures for expenditure include all capital and excep- 
tional expenditure. 

‘The importance of the foreword, however, lies in the explanation given 
of the present policy of the Department in connection with the improvement 
of the forests. Owing to the mixture of species of varying qualities and 
uses, the forests of Bengal in their natural state, as they came under the 
control of the Forest Department originally, were very uneconomical and 
difficult to work. Great improvements have resulted from creeper cutting, 
measures for fire protection, and the like, but even now the forests which 
contain a large proportion of the most valuable species like sal are not 
worth more than Rs. 1,000 an acre. The standing trees in the mixed forests 
of Jalpaiguri are not worth more than Rs. 55 an acre, and in the hill forests 
of Darjeeling and Kurseong they are not worth more than Rs. 320 an acre. 
The idea of the Forest Department is to clear fell every year 1/80th or 1/40th 
of each forest according as the trees selected as suitable are slow-growing 
or fast-growing, and to plant one kind of tree at economical intervals. It 
is estimated that the plantations which have been made during the last 10 
years or so in the northern divisions and in Chittagong will be worth 
Rs. 7,000 an acre after 80 years in the case of sal and teak and Rs. 2,360 after 
40 years in the case of the faster growing species. The young trees are 
grown in nurseries and put out in the plantations by the settlers in forest 
villages, who cultivate their own crops for one or two years in the cleared 
areas and in return for this concession, free of rent, look after the young 
trees. The cost works out at Rs. 25 an acre roughly, and this amount 
with compound interest is recovered from the sale of thinnings during the 
first 15 or 20 years in the life of the plantation. If this policy can be 
followed continuously and sufficient labour on the same terms is available, 
the value of the forests of Bengal will have increased from 7 times to 40 
times in the course of the next three generations, even if there is no increase 
in the present value of the different kinds of forest produce. If the growth 
of bamboos can be developed on similar lines in the less accessible forests, 
the increase in value will be even more striking. 

Area.—There was no material change in the area of reserved and pro: 
tected forests during the year. Proposals for modifications in the boundaries 
of the reserved forest in Chittagong and Khulna were delayed and Gov- 
ernment could not accept the original proposals for reservation in the 
Sundarbans of the 24-Parganas. Including the unclassed and other forests, 
the total area under the control of the Forest Department was 10,601 square 
miles. 


Natural calamities.—A heavy cyclone passed over the southern por- 
tion of the Cox’s Bazar subdivision in May, 1926, and for some time dis- 
organised the work in that area. The river Teesta flooded the Chengmari 
forest and killed some sal trees (shorea robusta) in this area. The rivers 
Mechi, Teesta and Hasimara caused some damage by, erosion. The river 
Sankos has returned to its old bed and the Bholka forest is now safe. 


Working plans.—The revised working plans for the Jalpaiguri and 
Buxa Divisions were under compilation, and the revision of the Kurseong 
and Sundarbans working plans were taken up in the latter part of the year. 

The full programme of regeneration could not be carried out, but 1,994 
acres were taken up during the year, against 1,511 in the preceding year. 


Utilisation. —The saw mills at Sukna and Toong are working satis- 
factorily. A band mill was started at Siliguri in April, 1926, and is doing 
good work. The largest demand of sawn timber was from’ the Eastern 
Bengal Railway and also from the tea gardens. 6 es 




















- Khedda.—Departmental khedda operations in the Bengal Bhutan 
Mahal were not very successful and only resulted in a profit of Rs. 2,319. 
With some departmental help, 59 elephants were caught by contractors in 
the Chittagong, Chittagong Hill Tracts and the Cox’s Bazar Divisions, but 
13 of them died. 


Outturn: revenue and expenditure.—The steady increase in outturn as 
well as revenue was maintained. The receipts increased from Rs. 28,56,428 
in the previous year to Rs. 31,238,841. The total expenditure was 
Rs. 17,12,954. This included Rs. 3,22,682 spent on capital outlay, and 
Rs. 6,21,163, spent on conservancy ‘and works. ‘The balance was establish- 
Yment. The construction of roads and bridges is so necessary for the expan- 
‘sion of the activities of the department that the increased grant which was 
‘allowed for this purpose in the year under report was much appreciated by 
all Forest Officers. ‘The most important road constructed during the year 
was the Manibhanjang Cart Road in Darjeeling, which is calculated to 
be of great service to traders from ‘Tibet and to the local people as well as 
to the Department. Its completion at a reasonable cost in the face of con- 
siderable engineering difficulties is a credit to thé department. Seventy 
miles of paths were made in the Chittagong Hill Tracts. An aeroplane 
survey of a portion of the reserved forests in the Chittagong Division was 
completed during the year at a cost of Rs. 50,000. 

The thanks of the Governor in Council are due to Messrs. Shebbeare 
and Homfray for their successful administration of the department. His 
Excellency in Council also notices with pleasure the record of good work 
done by the other officers of the Department referred to in the report.
